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Cricket club’s plans 
for a second ground 


A SPORTS club with more than 130 
members has revealed its plans to build 
a second ground in Haverhill. 

The town’s cricket club, which has a 
base in Manor Road, has applied to 
Haverhill Town Council for grant fund¬ 
ing to help with the project. 

In an application sent to the council, 
the club has asked for £8,400 to assist 
with building the new facility in Calford 
Green. 

It is thought that the project will cost 
around £40,000 in total. 

On Tuesday, councillors on the leisure 
and community committee voted to 
defer the application to be discussed at 
full council next week. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr Betty 
McLatchy expressed her support. 

She said: “I think it makes a change 
from football to have something like this 
brought forward and I welcome the fact 
it goes to cricket instead for once.” 

According to the application, the land 
in Calford Green has been suggested to 
the club by the parent of a junior mem¬ 
ber. 

It falls at the rear of their property. 

The application said: “It is our inten¬ 
tion to safeguard the future use of this 
facility by arranging a suitable licence 
with the owner of the freehold. 

“The owner is also currently looking to 
arrange a change of use to meet the nec¬ 
essary requirements.” 

The club has eight senior teams, three 
junior teams and a youth section. 

There are 46 players aged over 16, and 
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92 junior members. There are also more 
than a dozen social members, 40 service 
users and 15 volunteers at the club. 

If granted, any money from Haverhill 
Town Council would go towards “phase 
one” of the project, which would be car¬ 
ried out in 2015 at an estimated total 
cost of £19,823. 

According to the application, this 
would include installing four 9ft pitches 
and connecting and laying water pipes. 

Completion is estimated for the start of 
the season in 2016. 

Greg Street, Sunday 2nd XI Captain, 
said: “We think that this is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for the club to build on its growth 
and success of recent years. 

“It will provide the club with a vehicle 
to encourage more local youngsters to 
participate and give them the opportu¬ 
nity to keep fit.” 

The club also hopes to start a ladies 
team and get more women and girls 
playing cricket locally, while the new 
ground may also be used by school 
cricket teams. 

Haverhill Town Council will hold its 
next full meeting on Tuesday from 7pm 
at Haverhill Arts Centre.

Father, 26, died 
after being hit by 
van, inquest told 


COURT REPORTER 


A YOUNG father died after being hit 
by a van on the way home from a 
Christmas party an inquest has 
heard. 

Christopher Waters, 26, died on 
December 15 last year after suffering 
a skull fracture and other injuries 
“consistent with a road traffic acci¬ 
dent”. 

He had attended a Christmas party 
with work colleagues at the Shoulder 
of Mutton pub, near Sudbury, before 
he was fatally injured by a van on the 
A134 at Assington. 

Dr Dan Sharpstone, assistant coro¬ 
ner for Suffolk, told the inquest that 
the van’s driver thought he had hit 
something after his windscreen shat¬ 
tered and he heard a bang. 

The driver stopped, but could not 
see anything. He called the police 
and then returned to the scene. 

Mr Waters’ body was found in a 
hedge by the roadside. 

The accident happened after dark, 
and Mr Waters was dressed in dark 
clothing.

Before the accident a witness had 
reported having to swerve to avoid a 
man dressed in dark clothing on the 
A134 at Assington, Dr Sharpstone 
said. 

Police who examined the accident 
scene said it was possible that the 
26-year-old, of Roman Way, Haverhill, 
may have stepped into a driveway to 
avoid two vehicles travelling ahead of 
the van, and then misjudged the situ¬ 
ation by stepping into its path. 


The van driver would not have been 
able to avoid impact, even if he had 
seen Mr Waters, Dr Sharpstone 
added. 

Tests carried out also revealed that 
Mr Waters had more than two and a 
half times the legal drink-drive limit 
of alcohol in his blood at the time of 
his death. 

The assistant coroner recorded a 
conclusion that Mr Waters died as a 
result of involvement in a road traffic 
accident. 

After the inquest, which was held in 
Bury St Edmunds on Monday, his 
family paid tribute to a “wonderful 
son, brother and father” who they 
will “miss every day for the rest of 
their lives”. 

A statement from the family said: 
“Chris was a hardworking young dad 
who was enjoying a rare afternoon off 
at his work Christmas party. 

“Sadly he became involved in a ter¬ 
rible accident and we received the 
heartbreaking news that he had been 
killed.” 

The family also thanked everyone 
for their support over the “incredibly 
difficult year”.

FOUR exercise bikes have 
been donated to Haverhill 
Police to keep officers in 
top shape. 

The bikes, which were 
given to the force by Real 
Bodies Health and 
Fitness, are being used 
by staff to get prepared 
for annual fitness tests. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, 
policing commander for 
Haverhill, passed his 
most recent test around 
two weeks ago. 

He said: “Real Bodies 
offered us four of the 
bikes to help us get 
through the national 
police fitness tests that 
have been introduced. 

“We are lucky to have 
them and it’s really good 
for officers at the 
station. 

“Before or after their 
shift they can get on for 
half an hour and work off 
a few cakes - or 
doughnuts.” 

According to figures 


from the College of 
Policing, all police 
officers need to pass the 
test with an endurance 
level of 5:4. 

The gym, on Hollands 
Road, has recently got a 
set of new bikes, and 
had to dispose of the old 
ones. 

They were given to the 
police free of charge. 

Lee Button, manager at 
Real Bodies, said: “We 
try to do outreach things 
with local police and the 
fire brigade to get them 
into fitness, and I know 
they struggle to get time 
to leave the station. 

“Hopefully this will get 
them using the bikes on 
the station to improve 
their fitness as a 
stepping stone and 
hopefully they will use 
the gym as well.” 

Other bikes were gifted 
to gym members and 
local personal trainers, 
Mr Button added.

RESIDENTS’ views on how 
savings could be made across 
the borough have been 
revealed. 

Almost 1,000 people 
responded to a survey issued 
by the borough council, pro¬ 
posing possible ideas for the 
2015/16 budget. 

The questions focused on 
waste collection, how bus 
stations are run, housing and 
the use of volunteers. They 
were designed following 
focus groups held in Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds. 

Cllr David Ray, cabinet 
member for resources, said 
the council has taken a dif¬ 
ferent approach in looking at 
the new budget. 

The authority has focused 
on the services they are legal¬ 
ly obligated to provide, Cllr 
Ray said, and their three pri¬ 
orities as a starting point. 

He said: “At the beginning 
of 2014 we approved our new 
strategic priorities which are 
economic development, 
housing and families and 
communities.” 

Around £1.5 million needs 
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to be saved in the coming 
financial year, as the bor¬ 
ough’s Revenue Support 
Grant from the Government 
has been reduced by a quar¬ 
ter, Cllr Ray said. 

He added: “We have built 
the budget up from square 
one, rather than cutting it 
from last year’s.” 

Sixty eight per cent of 988 
respondents agreed that it 
would be okay for the council 
to charge £25 when a wheelie 
bin is lost or damaged by a 
resident and 78 per cent 
agreed that blue and brown 
bins could be collected on 
different days instead of at 
once. 

This change to bin collec¬ 
tions would save £150,000, 
according to council figures. 
Charging for bin replacement 
would save between £10,000 
and £15,000. 

Participants also expressed 
an interest in both towns 
providing farmers’, craft and 
plant markets and more than 


50 per cent agreed that the 
council should use more vol¬ 
unteers where it makes 
“financial and operational 
sense”. 

The public were also asked 
for their thoughts on the 
council borrowing money to 
build housing, and how “no 
strings attached” money, 
generated from development, 
should be spent. 

Just over half of those tak¬ 
ing part in the survey said 
that some should be spent on 
the area impacted by the 
development, and some 
should be redistributed in 
other communities. 

Three thousand surveys 
were sent out at random 
across the borough, while 
others could take part online. 

Consultation results will be 
reported to the Performance 
and Audit Scrutiny 
Committee next week. 

They will make a recom¬ 
mendation to cabinet, which 
will be discussed by full 
council in December, before 
a budget decision is made in 
February. 


Discussions over proposed bus shelter 


FURTHER investigations are 
going to be made over a 
possible bus shelter on 
Millfields Way. 

At the leisure and 
community meeting on 
Tuesday, town councillors 
discussed whether or not a 
shelter should be erected at 
the existing stop, which is 
opposite Quendon Place. 

Some members expressed 
concerns over residents' 
feelings on the change, while 
others argued that the 


shelter should be put up. 

The request for a shelter at 
the stop was reportedly made 
at the town council’s open air 
surgeries earlier in the year. 

At the meeting, Cllr Ernie 
Goody said: “The bus stops 
either side have actually got 
shelters. 

“I don’t remember many 
people, if anybody, using that 
bus stop - but the bus stop 
before is used quite well.” 

Cllr Goody proposed that 
people living near to the stop 


are asked whether or not 
they would mind having a 
shelter put up. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy also 
said that the council should 
“look deeper” before making 
the decision. 

Town mayor Cllr Roger 
Andre said: “This was raised 
at the open air surgeries and 
raised again on walkabouts. 

“A shelter provides more 
than a place to wait from the 
rain, but provides a place to 
wait comfortably.”

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Work under way 
on improvements 
to churchyard

WORK is underway to revi¬ 
talise St Mary’s churchyard 
in Haverhill. 

The transformation project 
aims to make the area a 
“pleasant open space” for 
shoppers, visitors and resi¬ 
dents. 

The idea came from 
Haverhill in Bloom and work 
is being funded and man¬ 
aged by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

So far, some of the church’s 
older gravestones have been 
recovered from the under¬ 
growth, cleaned and re¬ 
erected along the back and 
side walls of the yard. 

Planting will take place in 
the new year, and overgrown 
vegetation will soon be 
removed. 

Other works planned for the 
project include the installa¬ 
tion of new lights along the 
path, and pictures depicting 
the history of Haverhill. 

Created by primary pupils 
from the town’s schools, the 


images represent scenes cap¬ 
tured on film and stored by 
Haverhill History Society in 
its archives. 

Scenes date as far back as 
1862, and others include the 
erection of the town’s Spirit 
of Enterprise roundabout, 
and the arrival of the Olympic 
torch in 2012. 

They will be mounted in 
window alcoves on the 
churchyard’s back wall and 
brighten up the area. 

Planning permission for the 


project was granted earlier 
this year. It is also supported 
by grants from Haverhill 
Town Council, ONE Haverhill 
and Haverhill in Bloom. 

It is hoped that the project 
will improve the church’s 
outdoor area for weddings. 

The project will officially be 
launched tomorrow between 
10am and 2pm. 

Artwork will be on display 
and background information 
will also be available. All are 
welcome to attend.

A CAMPAIGN to clamp down 
on loan sharks is being 
launched in Haverhill. 

Next week, The England 
Illegal Lending Money Team 
will reveal a new initiative 
aimed at raising awareness of 
the illegal service, and the 
dangers of using it. 

The scheme is in partner¬ 
ship with Haverhill Town 
Council, Haverhill Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau, Havebury 
Housing Partnership, Suffolk 
County Council Trading 
Standards and Suffolk Police. 

It is also supported by 
REACH Community Projects 
and the town’s credit union. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, said: “All partners are 
delighted to support this ini¬ 
tiative to raise awareness of 
the perils of loan sharks. 

“They lurk silently below the 
public radar and we aim to 
promote credit unions like 
Eastern Savings and Loans as

a safe legal alternative way to 
borrow money.” 

The week-long campaign 
will highlight how loan sharks 
operate. 

Partners will also be raising 
awareness in schools and vis¬ 
iting residents’ homes. 

Residents will also be 
encouraged to use Eastern 
Savings and Loans, which 
opened earlier this year and 
operates from the Havebury 
offices on Haverhill High 
Street. 

Cllr Colin Spence, Suffolk 
County Council cabinet 
member for public protec¬ 
tion, said: “It is important to 
remember the very real dan¬ 
gers loan sharks pose to our 
communities. 

“A moment of debt relief can 
quickly turn into a lifetime of 
financial misery and distress. 


“Loan sharks never have your 
best interests at heart so I 
would strongly urge anyone 
considering using them to 
avoid them at all costs.” 

An official launch is taking 
place on Monday at Haverhill 
Arts Centre, where a charter 
pledging zero tolerance to 
illegal lending will be signed. 
A public drop-in session is 
being held on November 28 at 
the town’s market. 

Members of the public are 
being invited to attend the 
stall between 8am and 4pm. 

According to figures, 310,000 
households across the coun¬ 
try are indebted to loan 
sharks.

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School gets 
green with 
composter 


CARING primary school pupils 
will be turning food waste into 
compost as part of their eco 
pledge. 

Kedington Primary Academy, 
on the village’s Church Walk, has 
recently purchased a composter 
and will begin using it in the 
coming weeks. 

The school has had green flag 
status for four years. 

Darren Woodward, 
headteacher, said: “We have 
done projects in the past looking 
at how much food waste we 
have had through school dinners 
and we have encouraged 
children to eat more of their 
dinner, and throw away less 
waste.” 

Supervised by staff, some of 
the school’s elder pupils will be 
responsible for filling the 
composter, and adding the wood 
pellet to it, each day. 

It is expected that the first load 
of compost in a few months. 

Mr Woodward said: “It should 
create compost for our gardens 
and green house, but if there’s 
enough we would like to bag it 
up and sell it to the local 
community.” 

He added: “The children are 
very excited.” 

The school already has an eco- 
friendly boiler, a wildlife area, a 
polytunnel and natures piles. 


Headteacher angry 
over dog poo ‘protest’ 


A HEADTEACHER has condemned a 
“dirty protest” that saw dozens of bags of 
dog poo dumped in the open on playing 
fields popular with children. 

Caroline Zwierzchowska-Dod, of 
Clements Primary School, said she was 
appalled by the actions of some dog walk¬ 
ers in Haverhill, saying the excrement left 
on fields near to the school posed a seri¬ 
ous threat to children, including causing 
blindness. 

The mucky bags were dumped by a post 
that used to be the site of a poo bin near 
to the exit of Clements playing field. 

But the borough council said the bin 
was moved to a side road entrance nearby 
so more people could use it - and criti¬ 
cised the “hardcore” who continued to 
leave faeces at the old site. 

Haverhill’s dog poo issue has been hit¬ 
ting the headlines in recent weeks and 
the borough council has been criticised 
for not installing enough bins. 

Ms Zwierzchowska-Dod said the fields 
are regularly used by children. 

She said: “I am shocked that dog owners 
would deliberately leave dog poo on the 
ground, either bagged or unbagged, 
instead of putting it in a bin or taking it 
home. 

“Dog faeces is a recognised hazard, 
especially to young children as their 
immune systems are not fully developed. 
It can carry toxocariasis which can result 
in blindness. 

“If dog owners think there should be 
more bins they should write to the coun-

cil - a ‘dirty protest’ is putting our chil¬ 
dren at risk and is extremely irresponsi¬ 
ble.” 

Ms Zwierzchowska-Dod, a dog owner 
herself, suggested buying scented nappy 
bags instead of dog poo ones, which are 
“much less smelly if you have to carry it 
home to put in your own bin”. 

A reader sent a picture to the Weekly 
News of the mound of dog poo bags by the 
footpath sign, which carries a warning 
that dog walkers must clean up after their 
pets. 

The reader, who is unhappy at bin pro¬ 
vision in Haverhill, said: “As you can 
clearly see some people have made the 
effort to clear up after their dogs, but 
what’s the point of having a sign without 
a bin?” 

A spokeswoman at St Edmunsbury 
Borough Council said there are four dog 
bins on the site. 

She said: “One bin was moved from this 
post to the side road entrance, so that it 
could be shared with people coming and 
going. 

“Signs were put up to explain the move 
to bin users, and an extra dog bin installed 
at another entrance, but regrettably, a 
hardcore of people still deposit their bags 
here. 

“We will put up another sign to explain 
bin locations again, and in the mean¬ 
time, monitor the site while the message 
is taken on board.”

EMILY BURTON explores why 
advertisements at this time 
of year can pack such an 
emotional wallop, and why 
they are a recognised and 
welcomed part of the festive 
season 


Y OU may have noticed that the 
highly-anticipated John Lewis 
Christmas advert - which has 
become something of an 
annual festive tradition - has hit our 
TV screens. 

First, there was the little boy who just 
wanted to give his mum and dad their 
Christmas present (bless). Then there 
was the Bear and Hare and Lily Allen 
singing sweetly about “somewhere only 
we know” in the animated woods 
(aww). Then it was that Snowman who 
had to travel along the motorway to buy 
his snow-wife a red scarf (hope he kept 
the receipt) and now there’s a boy and 
his best friend Monty the Penguin. 
What is it about Christmas advertising 
that gets us all loved up? 


John Lewis typically start planning 
their Christmas advert in April when 
the lambs are lambing and the 
daffodils are in bloom. As you might 
imagine, a lot of thought goes into the 
storyboard, the music and the artists as 
Charlotte Cardall, section manager in 
visual merchandising for John Lewis in 
Cambridge, tells us: “The ads are very 
well thought out and every element is 
carefully considered. 

“The aim is always to tell a 
meaningful story that our customers 
can connect to and there’s usually 
humour as well as emotion. That’s what 
makes it feel personal for the audience. 
It’s not about the commercial aspects of 
Christmas, but about making a 
personal and emotional connection to 


the meaning of Christmas.” 

Shelby Haslam, head of PR and 
planning at Cambridge creative agency 
Ware Anthony Rust, says: “A lot of the 
retailers’ Christmas adverts don’t even 
show any products which is incredibly 
brave. John Lewis, for example, are not 
actually trying to sell us anything other 
than Christmas itself. The most 
powerful form of advertising is that 
which creates an emotional response. 

“People see the John Lewis advert and 
say, ‘That’s the sort of Christmas I want. 
John Lewis understands me and 
therefore I will shop there’. The ads play 
on the universal emotions of friendship 
and love, and also using cute children 
and animals is always a pretty safe 
bet.”

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Staff at John Lewis are very proud of their 
appointed status in the Christmas advert 
ranks. Charlotte says: “It’s an incredibly big 
deal for partners. We get to see the advert 
just before the customers do so this year’s 
one was actually launched to partners at 
8am on a Thursday morning in the toy 
department. There was a lot of laughter and 
a few tears! 

“Partners take great pride in the Christmas 
ad, feeling that it reflects what an 
imaginative and creative company we work 
for. There’s a great deal of anticipation when 
we know the ad is about to launch.” 

So are they pleased with this year’s advert?

Buying a Christmas present is more of an 
emotional activity than most of your other 
shopping throughout the year so it’s the right 
time to use an emotional hook to pull people 
into stores.

“The key to Christmas advertising is 
making it as simple as possible and evoking 
an emotion that everybody can connect 
with.

landmark 
holiday pay 

case 


Claire Sleep, 
an Employment 
Solicitor at 
Ashton KCJ, 
offers some 
practical advice. 


It was decided on 4 November 2014 
that holiday pay should include 
overtime in addition to an employee’s 
basic rate of pay. Workers are entitled 
to four weeks’ holiday pay a year 
under EU law but there are no details 
on how it should be calculated. Up 
until now, holiday pay has been 
paid at an employee’s basic rate of 
pay, which means any additional 
payments for regular overtime have 
not been included. 

The government estimates that 
one-sixth of the 30.8 million people 
currently in work get paid overtime. 
Therefore this decision affects a 
large number of people in the UK and 
employers could face large additional 
payments to be made in respect of 
holiday pay. It has been commented 
that this could be devastating for 
small businesses in terms of payroll 
costs which could in turn mean that 
costs need to be saved in another 
ways including ultimately job losses. 
Industry sectors where overtime or 
commission-based remuneration 
are common, or unionised 
workforces, are particularly at risk. 
This could include the retail, IT and 
manufacturing sectors. 

Employers will now need to decide 
how to deal with this issue in terms 
of what payment should be made 
going forward for holiday pay. This is 
something that it is sensible to deal 
with now as well as keeping a careful 
eye on developments in this area. 
Business Secretary Vince Cable 
has announced the setting up of a 
taskforce to assess the impact of 
this case and to provide a forum to 
discuss how the impact on business 
can be limited.

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D AVID Mitchell, the man behind That Mitchell 
and Webb Look and the always excellent 
Peep Show, is hitting the road with his new 
book, Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse. 

The comedian, actor and author studied history 
at Peterhouse, Cambridge, where he joined 
Footlights, and eventually became club president. 

Mitchell admits his enthusiasm for Footlights 
meant he spent more time in the theatre than in 
lecture halls - and when he met fellow student 
Robert Webb, the two became fast friends as well 
as comedy partners. 

The comedy circuit, a grimy London flat, and 
finally the cult success Peep Show followed, as well 
as the pair's sketch show That Mitchell and Webb 
Sound on Radio 4, later being made for TV as That 
Mitchell and Webb Look. 

Aside from his TV commitments, Mitchell also 
contributes opinion pieces to the national press, 
which is where his visit to Ely as part of the News- 
backed Ely Literary Festival comes in. His Guardian 
and Observer columns have been transformed into 
a solid book of the comic's musings in Thinking 
About It Only Makes It Worse. 

While Mitchell might shrug off the academic 
side of his time at Cambridge, the new book shows 
clear signs of a historian's touch. "I suppose I 
tend to see things as part of a broader historical 
direction of travel," says Mitchell. "Most of the 
sort of things I try and write jokes about, whether 
it's sketches or on panel shows, they tend to be 
about things now that you think are absurd, or 
dangerous, or laughable, the kind of direction that 
things are going in." 

Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse follows 
Mitchell's popular Soap Box series, where he 
voiced his qualms about global warming, Richard 


III, Downton Abbey and the like. This time round, 
as Mitchell takes his readers on a literary tour of 
the absurdities of modern life, his targets include 
Ryanair, sports day, UKIP . . . oh, and hotdogs 
made of cats. 

"There's the issue of if the planet is going to 
remain habitable," he sighs, before reeling off a 
list of modern day dilemmas. "But then," he says, 
"how much does thinking about this help?" 

The trials of everyday British life and government 
gripe the comedian, but that doesn't mean he'd 
prefer to be anywhere else. In fact, as he writes: 
"Some of us are fundamentally dissatisfied. If you 
move abroad to address that, you risk shattering 
the comforting illusion that you'd be happy if only 
you lived somewhere sunny." 

And so, when we ask him if there was a place 
or a time period he would prefer to live in, it isn't 
a decision he comes to easily. "You've got to think 
about comfort and medicine," the perennially 
sensible Mitchell advises. "I'd love to visit almost 
every time period for a quick 20 minutes, but then 
I'd have an antibiotic jab." 

Given a 20-minute visitation allowance, 
suddenly he's spoilt for choice. "I'd go everywhere 
- ancient Rome, ancient Greece, medieval times, 
the Holy Roman Empire, lots of places." 

And a time period in which he'd actually settle 
down? It's slim pickings. Aside from ready access 
to antibiotics, he requires "not too much fighting 
in the streets." Time machines aside, modern-day 
Mitchell is happily settled in London's Belsize Park 
with his journalist and celebrity poker star wife, 
Victoria Coren Mitchell. 

With two books, a feature film and a menagerie 
of TV shows behind him, he's still busy writing 
his columns. It's clear that an ever-exasperated 


Mitchell still has questions to ask: but does he need 
the answers? If so, he won't look to the comments 
sections of his online pieces for support - he 
prefers to leave the trolls alone. "Somehow a jibe 
has more rhetorical impact than a compliment. 
Human nature is such that even if there are 
nice things as well you sort of need to see nice 
things at a greater rate than none to come out 
psychologically even," he says, drily. 

After all, Mitchell doesn't view his opinions as 
particularly extreme. "On good days, I reckon I 
come across as pretty reasonable."

Bare in mind 

our busy bee 



FOR some time, environmentalists 
and horticulturists have been urging 
gardeners to let their grass grow a bit 
longer, leave at least one area of their 
garden ‘wild* and create nooks and 
crannies in the form of log piles to 
allow wildlife to flourish. 

Now, with the recent launch of 
the government's Bee and Pollinator 
Strategy, a 10-year plan announced 
by Environment Secretary Elizabeth 
Truss, we can do more to encourage a 
"flower-rich habitat" to provide more 
homes for wild honey bees, bumble¬ 
bees, butterflies and other pollinators. 

Scientists warn that British bees are 
in serious decline with 71 of our wild 
bee species under threat and more 
than 20 already extinct. Loss of habi¬ 
tat and forage are the main problems 
facing wild bees. 

The strategy is supported by the 
government's Call to Action - Bees' 
Needs: Food and a Home, launched 
earlier this year on www.beesneeds. 
org.uk, which offers a wealth of tips 
on how to help these valuable crea¬ 
tures flourish in our gardens. 

Guidelines include: 

■ Grow more flowers, shrubs and

trees that provide nectar and pollen 
as food for bees and other pollinators 
throughout the year. 

■ Leave patches of land to grow 
wild with plants like stinging nettles 
and dandelions to provide other food 
sources (such as leaves for caterpil¬ 
lars) and breeding places for butter¬ 
flies and moths. 

■ Cut grass less often and ideally 
remove the cuttings to allow plants 
to flower. 

■ Avoid disturbing or destroying 
nesting or hibernating insects in 
places like grass margins, bare soil, 
hedgerows, trees, dead wood or 
walls. 


■ Think carefully about whether to 
use pesticides, especially where pol¬ 
linators are active or nesting or where 
plants are in flower. 

People should understand that the 
beauty of a flower has nothing to 
do with its nectar content. Modern 
plant breeding has tended to value 
showy flowers more highly than the 
welfare of the insect world, so the lat¬ 
est double begonia or frilly carnation 
probably won't attract pollinators. 

Double flower varieties have extra 
petals but produce less pollen and 
nectar. For example, a study compar¬ 
ing four varieties of dahlia found that 
the double 'pompom' and 'semi-cac¬ 
tus' varieties were less attractive than 
open-flowered varieties. 

Many good nectar plants have 
inconspicuous flowers and often old- 
fashioned ones are the best, but that 
doesn't mean they have to be boring. 
Foxgloves, hellebores, wallflowers, 
red valerian, ice plant and Verbena 
bonariensis all produce loads of 
nectar, as do many winter-flowering 
heathers. 

It's also important to provide good 
nectar sources for as much of the 


year as you can. 

Social species like bumble bees 
need food for the queen bees in 
spring when they are founding the 
nest, throughout the summer for the 
workers to rear the young, and fi¬ 
nally at the end of the season for the 
young queens to build up fat stores 
before hibernating for the winter. 

Late-flowering, nectar-rich plants 
include dahlia, fuchsia (single varie¬ 
ties), Michaelmas daisies, marigolds, 
lavender and knapweeds. Ivy is a 
good autumn source of nectar for 
a range of species including honey 
bees, ivy bees and hoverflies, and is 
the larval food plant of the holly blue 
butterfly. 

Herbs including chives, borage, 
hyssop, rosemary, sage, thyme and 
fennel are also rich in nectar, while 
less common perennials including 
Calamintha nepeta, Veronica and 
Liatris spicata will also attract bees 
and other pollinators. 

Don't forget moths, which tend to 
be night-feeding - so include fragrant 
honeysuckle, jasmine, evening prim¬ 
rose and night-scented stock in your 
planting scheme.
